\Y ben a goose is thus ma de helpless, it 
is taken upon the picker’s lap. and she 
plucks the feathers out rapidly , but 
with such skill that she seldom breaks 
the si in or erases blood to flow. Feath- 
era iiil tiie air during the process of 
plucking, but all settle gra dua lly down 
into ilie tub at last. 
‘‘Before beginning on a goose the 
picker brushes the feathers the wrong 
wa y , exposing the skin. 
An expert can 
tell at a gla nce by the color of the skin 
whether she must exercise more than 
ordinary care in plucking it, or whether 
it is not better to let the goose go with 
out plucking at that time. In every case 
the picker must 
la* ca reful and not 
pluck tin* feathers too close under the 
wings. 
If a goose has been improperly 
picked in that respect, the w ings w ii 
droop and drag on the ground. 
All 
through this process of y a nking the 
lea thers < ut of a goose’s body not a 
sound of compla int or cry of pain h 
heard from the goose. It submits to tin* 
torture with a silent solemnity that 
would he 
a ugha ble if it were not for 
the evident fortitude of the fowl that 
g o e s with It. 
“ It is necessary that 
the 
feathers 
should be taken from live geese— that 
is, it the comfort and pleasure of people 
who must ha ve feather beds and pil 
lows are to be studied. 
Dead feathers 
are no better than husks aud are un 
wholesome. 
But there isn’t a pound of 
feathers used today where 50 pounds 
were some y ears ago. 
Asthma and hay 
fe v e r ha ve done a great deal to lessen 
the demand for feather beds and p il­ 
lows, for it wa s discovered a few y ears 
ago that fea ther beds aud a sthma loved 
to consort, and 
that nothing would 
start an a sthma tic to wheezing so quick­ 
ly and positively as a couch of geese 
leathers would. 
The discovery spread, 
and t he pa tient and uncompla ining goose 
owes a great deal of its latter day com 
fort to the a sthm a .” — New York Sun.

injured by tin subma rine convulsions. 
Tin- bottom of the Otta wa river is 
covered w ith a deep lay er nl sawdust

its banks and tributaries for 
y ear-. The dust, becoming water soaked, 
sink- to the bottom and in the course of 
ti m e rots and generates a highly ex 
p lo siv e gas. 
The latter rises to tin* 
surface, each bubble being joined or re­ 
enforced by other bubbles on the wa y 
up. < ’ontact with air seems to be as de 
structive as touch fire to tins gas, and 
the moment the surface is readied ir 
explodes with a loud report. Legislation 
may in time do a wa y with the annoy 
ance, hut even if no more sawdust is 
thrown into the stream henceforth the 
millions of tons already there w ill take 
a long time to work off their ga - gener­ 
ating qua lities.— Denver Republican.
